Tr would seem that after the differen ces 
of. opinion regarding the policing of the 
new Morocco which had arisen between 
Germany and France bud gone up-to almost 
fever heat, under more peaceful und pro. 
bably wiser councils some way of escape with- 
out needlessly compromising either. party 
has been discovered. France and England, 
secure in the thought that no new combina. 
liou to’ affect the immediate interests of 
. either had been contemplated, naturally 
looked only to the immediate present. Tho 
disturbed state of Morocco was u momen- 
tary xource of trouble to both, which might 
atany period become dangerous, and there- 
fore invited some immodinte interference 
80 us to'bring Morocco more into line with 
Europe. As at the easter ontlet of the 
Moditerrancan the two nations had made 
common cause ; and Egypt and the passage 
of the Suez Canal were now on a perfectly 
snfe footing : if France should at the wes- 
tern extremity undertake such a work af 
regeneration as England had weconplished 
in the east, it was clear that the safety 
ofthe Mediterranean was assured,. at all 
events for the next generation, and ‘that 
both could rest secure; while the trade of 
Europe with the East was for the future 
placed on a safe basis.

She is 
not quite content thut she has all the coast 
line that she would desire: Holland and 
Belgiuw, for instance, block her approach to 
the southern part of the North Sea, and she 
would feel itu grievaneg, if nothiag mcre, 
were France and England to’ combine to 
appropriate what she considers her rever- 
sionary rights. The idea is perfectly 
natural, ond we have no reason to cavil at 

it. But she bas, or a party within her 
doniinious fancies she should have, certain 
aims with regard to a German port on the 
Adriatic,’ True she does nét parade her 

aims, and scarcely alra them within ber 

inner consciousness ; still she Likes to keep 

them sougly there, arid as long as France 

and England hed atiy serious differences as 

to their Mediterranean policy she might 

continuo to nurse the ideaas a possible if 

remote contingency, Tuo good ‘an under- 
standing between the two might possibly 
remove such 2 contingency from the domain 
of imaginable politics. Fustering then 
within herself such dangerous, though un- 
expressed oven to herself, ambitions, we can 
understand why Germany should have her 
suspicions, even though no foundation for 
them exist, aroused by what she would fain 
believe to be a walt-loid plot to curtail her 
freedom in the Mediterranean. Tho present 
political divisions of Europe in the eyes 
of the philosophic statesmen may not 
be ideally perfect, but they are the outcome 
of forces working for mora than a millen- 
uiut, and inSconsequence ‘may be ‘looked 
upon as fairly stable, This doctrine has 
been accapted in its eutiréty by, at least, 
France aud England, both of whom are well

SIX HUNDRED MOROS KILLED, 


One-of the bloodiest ond mest terrific engage- 
‘ments in these islands tonk place yestorday, says 
the Cablenews_of.the 10th inst., at Mount Dajo, 
about five miles from Jolo. Six handred of tho 
most desperate clement of tho Moro out awa, 
who wero apparently improguably introuched on 
the top of an almost impassablo mountain, wore 
slain. before they would Joy down thoir arms, 
The dash and grit which charactorized tho 
advance of the American troops, under every 
adverse circumstance, in unequalled in thé history 
of this archipelago, :

The soltan and various dattos 
had made numerous unsuccessful efforts to got 
thom out, Major Scott, Governor of Jolo, has 
worked unremittingly to this end. Sino» his 
departure especially thoy havo been raiding 
friendly Moros and burning houses and build- 
ings, including the target range buildings at 
Jolo. Through thoir defiance of authority they 
wore stirring up a dangerous con tion of. affairs 

The operations ware under t direct charge | 
of Colonel J. W. Danean, 6th Infantry, who 
was placed in Jolo, and direvled to take the 
place and capture und destroy the:hostiles, Ho 

handled the situation well and is entitled to 
commendation. 

The officers und men behave splendidly, the 
position was naturally by far the most diMeult 
wo have ever had 10, take, and I believo tho 
natural difficulties were as great ay we hive ever 
been called upon to overcome here or elsewhore, 
The defences were also very oonsidersble and 
resistancu was literally to the death. 

AN the defenders were killed, ag near as could 
be counted from the dead about six bundred in 
number. Artillery bad to balifted by block and 
tacklo some three hundred feet into position 
wheu a, lodgment was-made on the Jip of the 
crater, It is impossible to concoivo a naturally 
stronger position, ‘ 

Tho Nayal detachment rendered splondid 
services and is entitled tothe highest commends- 
tion, as is the Constabulary, whore casualties 
wore seventesn out of forty-four engaged. 

T proceeded to Jolo accompanied by Brigadier 
General Tasker H. Bliss on the night of the 
sixth, and. was present throughout the action 

from morning of the seventh until the conclu. 
sion of the operations on the eighth, 

The attacking columns were commanded by 
Major O. Bundy, 6th Infantry, Captain E. P. 
Lawion, 19th Infantry, Captain T, E. Rivers, 
4th Cavalry, until wounded, and after Captain 
Ts. M. Koehler, 41) Cavalry. Artillery, Captain 
E. F, MeGlacblin, Signal Corps, Lientenant 
Gordon Johnsun The District Chief of Con- 
stabulary, Col. W, 8. Scott, was present and 
rendered excellent service in the general chargo 
of the Constabulary Detachment, 

Cificers and mon engaged in this expedition 
cannot be too highly commended for the mag- 
nificont manner in which they took this position. 
Total casualties all sources, eighteen killed 
fifty-two wounded, Subject to possible correo.
